Lauri Traub, Assistant Public Defender, attorney for defendant Matthew David 
Jensen, being first duly sworn, states that: 

1 . I am appointed counsel for the defendant, Matthew David Jensen, and make 
this affidavit in support of defendant's Motion for a Prong II Frye-Mack hearing on the 
scientific reliability and admissibility of drug testing evidence the State proposes to offer 
from the St. Paul Police Department Crime Lab. 

2. The St. Paul Police Department Crime Lab (hereinafter SPPDCL) is not an 
accredited lab, raising significant concern within our office regarding the reliability of 
their testing methods. As a result of this concern, Christine Funk of the Public Defender 
Statewide Trial Team and I requested a full copy of the file for a drug case tested by Kari 
McDermott, a criminalist with the SPPDCL 

3 . Upon receiving the file, Ms. Funk and I arranged a meeting with Ms. 



McDermott at the SPPDCL on March 30, 2012. As a professional courtesy we invited 
Vance Grannis III, Assistant Dakota County Attorney to attend the meeting and he chose 
to attend. 

4. Significant concerns were raised during this meeting, which Mr. Grannis is or 
should be aware of because he was present at the meeting and took several pages of 
notes. See Mr. Grannis' notes from March 30, 2012 attached as Exhibit A. 

5. Among concerns raised which lead defense to believe a Prong II Frye-Mack 
hearing is appropriate are the lack of Standard Operating Procedures at the SPPDCL, a 
lack of continuing education and training related to the mission of drug testing among the 
criminalists and the lab director, a lack of documentation within the lab, including the 
use of solvents necessary for reliable testing, a lack of quality assurance reviews and 
corrective action reviews, a lack of proficiency testing of the analysts, the lack of 
validation studies and the basic lack of understanding of what a validation study is. See 
resumes of Kari McDermott, Roberta DeCrans, Jennifer Jannetto (criminalists) and Shay 
Shackle (lab director) attached as Exhibits B - E and email dated Friday, April 27, 2012 
from Jennifer Jannetto to Vance Grannis outlining her belief of what a validation study 
is, attached as Exhibit F. 

6. Concerns cited in Number 5 are recognized as appropriate lab protocol within 
the relevant scientific community and necessary for accreditation. See, e.g. 

http ://www. ascld-lab . org. 

7. Additionally the SPPDCL does not follow the minimum recommendations of 
the Scientific Working Group for the Analysis of Seized Drugs (hereinafter 
SWGDRUG). SWGDRUG is a core committee of more than 20 forensic scientists from 



around the world. SWGDRUG's recommendations are minimum standards for the 
forensic examination of seized drugs. It was first established by the Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA) and the Office of National Drug Control Policy in 1997. 
Committee members include forensic scientists from throughout the world, 
representatives from the FBI, the DEA, the Army and Navy Criminal Laboratories, 
representatives from the United Nations, sheriff and police department crime laboratories 
throughout the United States and members of academia. They have developed 
educational and professional development recommendations for forensic practitioners, as 
well as quality assurance and identification recommendations for seized drugs. See 
http ://www. s wgdrug. org . 

8. Defense counsel is concerned there are many more problems with the 
drug testing being conducted by the SPPDCL which will be raised at the hearing. 
Defense counsel cannot be more specific at this time, as since the meeting with Ms. 
McDermott the SPPDCL personnel have been unwilling to meet with us. Counsel for 
the State is aware of this issue. 

9. Unlike the Minnesota Bureau of Criminal Apprehension (BCA), which is an 
accredited lab, the SPPDCL does not practice an open door policy. The scientists at the 
BCA will meet with defense counsel with or without counsel for the State present. 
Access to science at the BCA is equal. The SPPDCL will allow counsel for the State to 
meet with them and tour their lab, but will not extend the same courtesy to the defense 
bar. 

10. The SPPDCL does not have a Laboratory Information Management System 
(LIMS) or any comparable method to document and disclose contact between the lab and 



agents of the State, leading to significant concerns regarding full and fair disclosure in 
cases involving the SPPDCL. 

11. Defendant therefore asks this Court to block this matter to an assigned judge 
and set it for a Prong II Frye-Mack hearing the week of July 16-20, 2012.. 

This affidavit is submitted in good faith and not for the purpose of delay or 
otherwise.

Kan was not sure if the bar code was put on the evidence by the DCDTF 
before or after it was tested by the crime lab, I told them my 
understanding was the bar code was put on right away by Ron Gjorvad, 
so it would be on before it is tested by the crime lab. 

When the evidence is received for testing by the- crime lab it is put in a 
bin in the locked vault. Each bin is not locked or secured, just the vault 
that it is put in. 

Eight people in the crime lab have access to the vault 

The evidence is assigned a crime lab number in addition to the law 
enforcement number. i 

Ho margin of error is taken into account when weighing the drugs. 
Scales are tested weekly with a known weight. Could be 0.660 or 0.669 
and both would be recorded as 0.66 

Methanol and Methane Chloride are the solvents for the GCMS. 

St. Paul Lab currently usually uses .50 milliliter of solvent for the GCMS 
test, 

A new pipet is used for each test. 

The crime lab does not test a pipet to determine how much solvent it is 
sucking up. They do not make sure that the pipet is only sucking up .SO 
milliliter. 
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Kari was originally trained to do the GCMS test with a full milliliter of 
solvent. She and Roberta DeCrans decided to change to .50 milliliter of 
solvent. 

Kari does not know what effect it would have on the test result if the ■ 
plpet sucked up more or less than .50 milliliters of the solvent. 

The crime lab does not keep track of who made the solvent and when. 
That information is oniy marked on the sofvent bottle. When the empty 
bottle is thrown away, that information is thrown away with it 

No record is kept of whether the solvent is expired or not 

Kari can't say in this case for sure if she looked or not. Has no 
independent recollection of checking. 

Saint Paul Crime Lab does not let defense attorneys into the crime lab. 
Not equal access. 

They put the lab number on the test tube when they put the test tube 
into the GCMS machine. They record which "spot" the lab number Is 
put in. 

One sarnpie takes about % hour to test. 

Kari thinks that it is better to be accredited than not. 

Saint Paul Crime Lab is not accredited. Not sure if one time problem or 
systemic problem. 

Christine and Lauri want Shay Shackle's resume. Kari will get that for 
them. Shay is in charge of the crime lab. 

With the GCMS you get 10 choices from the computer to compare the 
test result to. The best match is picked out manually. 
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Christine and Lauri want 3 copy of the manual on how to operate the 
GCMS. Kari will get that for them. 

Roberta DeCrans runs the test on the GCMS machine each morning- 
usually. Roberta starts work before Kari does. 

John Coska sp? comes out and looks at the GCMS machine every 6 
months. 

Kari is not sure where the threshold is for the machine working 
correctly. 

There is nothing on the test result document to determine who ran the 
test on the GCMS machine in the morning. 

Drug B is a computer program that determines the test. 

Christine and Lauri want the calibration records of the GCMS machine. 
Kari will get 

Christine and Lauri want the validation studies of the Saint Paul P,D, 
Crime Lab. Kari will get them if they exist, Kari has never seen any 
validation studies. This horrifies her. 

Kari will find out when the GCMS was last calibrated and provide that 
information. 

In Beban case the solvent was run on. 09/19/2011 and our test was run 
on 09/2i/20li. 
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The Saint Paul Crime Lab does not run the solvent every day. That is 
why Kari put the sample prior to this test in the materials she provided 
to show that it was not methamphetarnine. 

Kari and Bobbie decided to go to .50 milliliters of solvent instead of a 
full milliliter. 

Kari is not sure If Shay Shackle knows that they changed from a full 
milliliter of solvent to %. a milliliter of solvent. 

Lauri Traub said SWIG says they should have 20 hours of training each 
year on what you dd-drug testing. 

Kari has not attended 20 hours of training each year. She tries to attend 
free trainings and they are hard to find. 

Kari does not talk to people at the BCA who do drug testing, 

Kari did not know what SWIG drug is. 

. Kari dees not believe that they have a lab code of conduct.

Below is a clarification of points made during our conversation on Tuesday. Please forward to Lauri Traub. 

The purpose of a validation study is to determine if your test is working properly and is obtaining the desired 
results. They are usually performed when there is a change in a procedure or method, or in some cases a whole 
new method or instrument is being implemented, or if instrumentation is coming ba.ck from repair. Validation 
studies are more common when the quantity/purity of a substance is measured. The SPPD Crime Lab does not 
perform quantitative testing. Based on Minnesota State Law, it is only necessary to confirm that the substance 
is present. Validation of the instruments and methods used by SPPD Crime Lab are performed when a 
standard is run and desired results are obtained. Standards are run after maintenance or troubleshooting is 
performed, on the instrumentation. 

The instrumental method used by SPPD Crime Lab sets certain parameters on the GC/M'S. The GC/MS will 
not run if these parameters are not met. Essentially, if the instalment is not functioning properly, most likely 
the sample will not be processed and we will troubleshoot. If the test is completed, each Criminalist is trained 
to interpret results and recognize when an error occurs. For example, the Criminalist may notice the resultant 
cliromatogram has no peaks at all and/or an unusual baseline. In this case, we would run a standard after to 
ensure, or validate, that it is working correctly. Our procedure is then to re-run the evidentiary sample. It is 
important to note, if the instrumentation is not working properly, the Criminalist is much more likely to 
receive no signal at all, or a false negative, than a false positive. 

SWG DRUG'S methods and procedures are a recommendation, not an exact SOP designed for a 
laboratory. No Crime Lab is required to follow their suggested guidelines. The SPPD Crime Lab does follow 
the SWG DRUG recommendations to validate equipment and methods for the analysis of suspected controlled 
substances by running standards. We are confident, based on our experience in analytical testing, that the 
validation of the GC/MS method employed conclusively analyzes most controlled substances.
